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New Crime Laws are discussed

A public discussion on the 
recently-passed crime package 
was held in Dugan Hall. A 
panel of four locally-recognized 
authorities on the subject of 
crime took part in a discussion 
entitled: “Dealing with Crime”, 
and subtitled: “The crime bill- 
does it really help or is it poli¬ 
tics as usual?” 

The four panel members 
were Chief James Rowe, of the 
UMass Lowell Police 
Department, Vesna Nuon, of the 
Office of the District Attorney, 
and Professors Carolyn 
Petrosino and Renee Kasinsky, 
both of the UMass Lowell 
Criminal Justice Department. 
Each panelist offered a unique 
perspective relative to the new 
laws. 

A point that was agreed 
upon by all panelists was the 
need for more crime-prevention 
programs such as job-training, 
counseling services for “at-risk” 
individuals, and community 
policing initiatives. Professor 
Petrosino expressed satisfaction 
that the law provided funds for 
prevention, given the fact that 
the nation has been in a “retri¬ 
bution phase”, as she termed it, 
since the mid-1970’s. A phase 
in which prevention as a solu¬ 
tion for the problem of crime 
has been popularly discounted. 
Professor Kasinsky, on the 


other hand, said that the law as 
it currently stands still focuses 
too heavily on punishment, and 
expressed concern that the rela¬ 
tively little funding given to 
prevention will completely dis¬ 
appear in a Republican con¬ 
trolled Congress, whose 
“Contract with America” 
specifically targets money allo¬ 
cated for prevention methods. 

Chief Rowe also expressed 
strong support for crime-pre¬ 
vention initiatives, particularly 
community policing. He men¬ 
tioned a proposal currently 
being considered to create a 
joint UMass-Pawtucketville 
police precinct. This program 
would initiate community 
policing and establish closer 
contacts between the UMass 
and Lowell police forces. 

Vesa Nuon, who is a leader 
in the local Cambodian com¬ 
munity, stressed the need for 
community action. Mr. Nuon 
expressed frustration that, in 
many cases, communities sim¬ 
ply are not meeting the needs of 
their young people. 

This panel discussion was 
the third in a fall-semester series 
sponsored by the Peace and 
Conflict Studies Institute and 
the Sociology Department. 
According to Dr. Robert 
Gamache, co-director for the 
Institute, new events are to be 
presented in the coming semes¬ 
ters.

The children were 
from the Headstart program, 
which benefits three and four 
year- old kids from low- income 
families. This is the 6th annual 
Headstart Christmas party, spon¬ 
sored by Student Government 
Association. 

After the two hundred 
preschoolers settled in, accompa¬ 
nied by their parents and teach¬ 
ers, the festivities began with “T- 
Bone”, otherwise known as Tom 
Stankes. He had the kids clapping 
and singing to the music in no 
time. The children were excited 
when Santa Claus, played by 
Nathan Butze, came ho- ho - 
going to greet them. After the 
singing, the children had a snack 
of juice and cookies while they 
waited for Santa to hand out gifts. 
Each child received one present 
from Santa. 

In the Headstart program, 
education is provided through 
half-day pre-school classes held 
four days a week. This govern¬ 
ment program provides training 
in child-rearing for the parents 
and even assists them in helping 
attain their GED (General 
Equivalency Diploma). They also 


offer assistance in job- training 
and health and nutrition tips. 

Headstart has nurses, nutri¬ 
tionist, and mental health consul¬ 
tants on staff. Paulette Ninteau, a 
Headstart family advocate, has 
been involved in the program for 
two years. “We do our best to 
work with the kids and parents to 
get what they need,” says 
Ninteau. 

The goals of the program are 
to help the children grow emo¬ 
tionally, intellectually and social¬ 


ly. Parents are encouraged to vol¬ 
unteer in services to be an inte¬ 
gral part of their child’s develop¬ 
ment. The people who work at 
Headstart are paid professional 
teachers and social workers. 

The Christmas party lasted 
into the afternoon, with two 
groups of children coming in- 
one at 9:00 am and another at 
11:30. When asked if she had a 
good time, four year- old Jennifer 
Blondet exclaimed, “I loved it!”

For Medical Research Companies, College Students Make the Perfect Guinea Pigs

AUSTIN, Texas - When Austin 
director and former University of 
Texas student Robert Rodriguez 
was chatting with David 
Letterman about his hit film “El 
Mariachi,” he mentioned that he 
financed the $7,000 movie by 
lending his body to a medical 
research group called Pharmaco. 
Letterman was at first amused, 
then a little appalled. 

Many students have a simi¬ 
lar reaction to the notion of med¬ 
ical research on humans, with 
visions of the Nazi Dr. Mengele 
and Cold War radiation experi¬ 
ments springing to mind. While 
the medial research industry in 
Austin is highly visible, its func¬ 
tion is not very clear. 

Most knowledge stems from 


somewhat ominous advertising 
(“Need Wisdom Teeth 
Removed?”), T-shirts (i gave my 
body to medical research, and 
they gave it back”) and rumors, 
but not much from fact. 

And the fact is that Austin 
has become a major center for 
medical research over the past 10 
years, and for one reason: stu¬ 
dents. 

Contracted research organi¬ 
zations, or CROs, are employed 
by pharmaceutical companies to 
test experimental drug com¬ 
pounds. 

These are typically tested on 
animals for years before being 
approved by the Food and Drug 
Administration for research on 
humans. 

The first of the four rounds 
of testing on humans is called 
“Phase F\ Phase I requires that 
the drugs are tested on optimally 
healthy people with no history of 


medical programs. Therefore stu¬ 
dents, traditionally males, have 
always been the volunteers of 
choice. 

In 1983, it was the student 
population that drew a budding 
medical research facility named 
Pharmaco to become Austin's 
first CRO. 

The company consisted of a 
single building where three to four 
studies a month were performed. 

Now Pharmaco (today 
called Pharmaco Life Science 
Research) is the world’s largest 
provider of toxicology and clini¬ 
cal drug testing services, with 
facilities in five countries and an 
annual revenue of about $ 130 mil¬ 
lion. 

The headquarters in Austin 
has expanded to eight buildings 
where 18 to 20 studies a month 
are performed and still contains

the only Phase 1 unit in the coun¬ 
try. 

During the past 11 years, 
several other CROs such as Health 
Quest have followed Pharmaco’s 
lead and established facilities here 
in Austin. 

To compete for student 
research participants, CROs 
advertise in college newspapers, 
schedule studies on weekends, 
equip their facilities with study 
lounges and stress that medical 
research is a fun way to make 
some extra cash-typically $100 a 
day for overnight studies-while 
also making a contribution to 
medical science. 

“We tiy to cater more to our 
student population,” said Kay Ely, 
the community relations adminis¬ 
trator for Pharmaco, where 60 to 
70 percent of volunteers are stu¬ 
dents. “It has become very popular 
as an attractive way to make 
money.” 

Students also are attracted to 
medical research by the free med¬ 
ical screening and AIDS test that 
accompany each study. 


“Part of the reason I went 
was I didn’t have medical insur¬ 
ance, and they give you a com¬ 
plete physical,” said Paul Gordon, 
a 24-year-old marketing senior, 
who paid Pharmaco $180 to 
remove his wisdom teeth (three 
were free, but the fourth is 
charged.) 

Free or discounted wisdom 
teeth removal is a prelude to test¬ 
ing new painkillers. 

The subject’s teeth are 
removed under an established 
market anesthesia, but after the 
anesthetic wears off, the subject is 
given either an experimental 
painkiller or a placebo. Gordon 
got the placebo. 

“They had me test a 
painkiller after the surgery-it 
didn’t work,” he said. “A while 
later I was miserable, and I com¬ 
plained the pain was too great, a 
(nurse) said: “Oh, you have to wait 
another hour.’ She talked me into 
it. They would have given me 
something else if I insisted, but 
they were putting pressure on me, 
saying, “Well those girls over 
there just did the same procedure 
you just did.’” 

Despite this, Gordon isn’t 
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bitter about his experience with 
medical research. 

“It was actually pretty com¬ 
fortable; we could watch movies 
and stuff, and I saved $800,” he 
said. “They were real professional, 
a good organization.” 

Obviously, medical research 
isn’t for everyone, but most exper¬ 
iments don’t involve an inordinate 
amount of pain, and the only dis¬ 
comfort is usually the “blood 
draws,” where a small sample of 
blood is taken to analyze the 
absorption rate of the tested drug. 

The number of blood draws 
varies depending on the study and 
volunteers are told up front how 
many draws will be involved. And 
blood draws aren’t required for all 
experiments. 

Corey Scott, an engineering 
junior, participated in an outpa¬ 
tient study that tested the effects of 
a new product on the skin. 

“They taped five little 
squares of baby diaper plastic to 
my back,” he said. “The squares 
didn’t do anything, but the tape 
irritated your skin.” 

Scott had to leave the plastic 
on for 24 hours and did this sever¬ 
al times over a six-week period. 
The compensation was about $80. 

Life in Pharmaco’s Phase I 
overnight facility is a cross 
between summer camp and a hos¬ 
pital stay. Participants have their 
belongings searched for anything 
that would interfere with the 
results of the study, including food 
and medication. A strip search is 
also performed. 

Though student participation 
has been constant, Ely said stu¬ 
dents’ attitudes have changed 
slightly over her seven-year 
tenure. “They’re a little more cau¬ 
tious,’ she said. “They look at the 
protocols closer, and what the 
potential side-effects could be.” 

Medical research in the 
United States is the most highly 
regulated in the world, but there 
are still more federal guidelines 
for research on animals than on 
humans. Part of the problem is that 
human volunteers have a right to 


privacy, which keeps certain infor¬ 
mation from being disclosed. 

While there are FDA-created 
community review boards that 
must authorize every study, the 
CROs are essentially independent 
and self-regulated. Despite the 
lack of direct regulation, however, 
CROs are very cautious, since one 
successful lawsuit can ruin even 
the largest corporation. 

One testament to 
Pharmaco’s safety is that many of 
its own employees participate in 
the research studies. 

And in Pharmaco’s Phase I 
“quads” (dorm-like areas that 
house the volunteers for overnight 
studies), there are always para¬ 
medics on duty and subject are 
constantly encouraged to report 
any feelings of discomfort. 

Before a volunteer is 
allowed to participate in a study, 
he must pass a screening process 
which tries to filter out anyone 
who may have a health condition 
or be taking medication that would 
negatively interact with the tested 
drug. 

The screening process, how¬ 
ever, is not perfect. Pharmaco tests 
for drugs, heart problems and 
STDs, but most information is 
obtained through the volunteer’s 
self report. 

“They’re putting their life at 
risk because of the possibility of a 
severe reaction,” Ely said. “So we 
encourage them to be honest.” 

Regardless of all the precau¬ 
tions, many students remain 
unconvinced, since the long-term 
effects of these drugs on humans 
are essentially unknown. 

Reuben Strayer, a biology 
sophomore, backed out of a med¬ 
ical research study. 

“I was in a hurt for money 
last semester, and it pays really 
well,” Strayer said. “But we’re 
talking about people putting for¬ 
eign substances into you, it’s just 
too much for me to risk. If just one 
thing goes wrong, that’s the only 
thing I can never get back-my 
health.”

GATT will lower tariffs 
on most items worldwide and 
even eliminate them in some 
cases. This is a step forward 
for Clinton’s free trade cam¬ 
paign.

Baccalaureate Colleges Show Increased Enrollments 

Washington - Baccalaureate colleges increased their enrollments by 25 
percent in the past decade, says a new study by the American Council 
on Education (ACE). 

Average enrollments at baccalaureate colleges rose from 914 stu¬ 
dents in 1980-81 to 1,145 in 1990-91, states the ACE report, “A 
Contemporary Profile of Baccalaureate Colleges.” This was despite a 
significant drop in the number of high school graduates, the report says. 

“It is important to note that during the decade of the 1980s, when 
the number of annual high school graduates declined from 3.1 million to 
2.4 million (a decrease of 23 percent), the average size of baccalaureate 
colleges grew by 25 percent,” the report states. 

The increased enrollment was largely due to the successful recruit¬ 
ment of older students, says the report, “almost one in four of students at 
baccalaureate colleges are 30 years of age or older.” 

The average of 1,145 students enrolled at baccalaureate colleges is 


far fewer than at doctorate-granting universities (14,940), comprehen¬ 
sive colleges (4,510) or two-year colleges (2,530). 

College Student Fights Bank Over Credit Card Debt 

Richmond, Va. - A judge has given Michelle Bedell and the bank that 
issued her a credit card until Oct. 17 to work out a dispute over how 
much the Radford University student should pay on her credit card debt. 

Bedell says Signet Bank took advantage of her naivete as a college 
sophomore when they offered her a credit card. After the company sued 
her for the outstanding balance on her Visa, Bedell countersued, claim¬ 
ing she was unaware of Signet’s high interest rates and late fees. 

Although both parties hoped for a quick decision, a judge’s delay of 
the case has left the matter unresolved. 

Richmond General District Court Judge William A. Wimbish gave 
Signet and Bedell until Oct. 17 to present what they believe would con¬ 
stitute a fair settlement in the case after the two sides were unable to 
agree on an amount in the courtroom. 

Earlier this year, Signet sued Bedell hoping to collect a $1,481 Visa 
card debt, which includes penalties and interest chaiges at a rate of 23.8 
percent. 

Hoping to avoid paying nearly double the amount of her purchases 
in interest and fees, Bedell told the judge she is willing to pay $838, the 
amount for her actual purchases. She does not think she should be held 
responsible for late fees and interest charges after she told Signet that 
she wanted to close the account. 

“I’m 50 percent wrong for not understanding the contract,” Bedell 
told the judge, “and they’re 50 percent wrong for giving credit to some¬ 
one who does not have an income.” 

Signet Bank attorney Timothy Spencer said the bank would reduce 
the total owed to $1,438 because of possible confusion over interest 
rates but indicated that Signet was seeking another $370 in legal fees.

The pop-philosophy and ethical dile- 
ma talk show circut like Geraldo, Oprah 
Winfrey, and Jerry Springer have been 
drooling for days now with the upcoming 
promotions for Michael Crichton’s latest 
novel- gone-film Disclosure.

In the 90’s Country Music has 
exploded onto the scene. More and more 
people are programming the Country Music 
Station into their car stereos and are finding 
themselves unconsciously whistling country 
tunes while at the office, or just simply 
hanging around. The person that you can 
hold most responsible for this Country 
music revolution is Garth Brooks. He is 
known by many as “The King of Country.’’ 
It’s tough to dispute that title. However, it 
wasn’t until Garth heard a George Strait 
song on the radio that he decided to be a 
country music singer. 

Before his discovery of Strait, Brooks 
wanted to sing Rock & Roll like Kiss, 
Queen, Boston, and Journey. These groups 
still hold a place in his heart, and are his 
major musical influences. Garth even has a 
spot on the Kiss tribute album Kiss My Ass 
with the top forty hit “Hard Luck Woman.’’ 
This song momentarily put Garth on main¬ 
stream radio. 

It was only five years ago that Garth 
Brooks showed up in Nashville with his 
wife Sandy and all of their money ($1,500), 
that he got his big break. He was at a club 
that he usually performed at; the singer that 
was slated to go on didn’t show up. It just so 
happened that there was a record producer 
from Capitol Records there to see the 


film remain important while the viewer 
isn’t exactly sure who is on who’s side and 
how much they really know about the 
many occurences that seem to have 
Sanders spinning into a void. 

Certainly, screenwriter Paul 
Attanasio could have made Disclosure a 
horror film if he replaced Demi Moore’s 
role with a 300 pound wart-ridden woman, 
but the fact of the matter is, Meredith 
Johnson’s role is meant to be beautiful, 
smart, and self-supporting because it is 
exactly what is required for making an 
extremely unlikely situation into an unpre¬ 
dictable and digestable suspense-thriller. 
The acting is well matched with Douglas’ 
reputation of putting on a good show. So 
not only is Disclosure well written, but it’s 
well executed. Flat characters are well 
placed throughout the script making them 
both interesting and entertaining enough 
that you don’t seem to guess their purpose 
in the story until their purpose comes to a 
head. Dennis Miller who plays one of 
Douglas’ co-workers actually does a pretty 
good job acting while remaining funny. It 


The club manager asked if 
Garth could fill in. He accepted and got dis¬ 
covered. Soon came the release of his self 
titled album Garth Brooks. From this album 
came four #1 hit singles: “Not Counting 
You,’’ “The Dance,” “Much Too Young To 
Feel This Damn Old,” and “If Tomorrow 
Never Comes.” It was written for a couple 
of friends that were suddenly killed in two 
separate accidents. The songs ;message is 
about telling somebody how you feel today, 
because tomorrow might never come. 

By 1990, Garth had sold one million 
copies of his album, and released his second 
album. No Fences. No Fences carries the 
familiar tune “Friends In Low Places,” and 
“The Thunder Rolls.” Both are probably his 
biggest hits to date. “The Thunder Rolls” 
even went on to win the Best Country Video 
Award despite it being banned on televi¬ 
sion. It’s a song about a battered wife wait¬ 
ing late at night for her cheating husband to 
come home. As the song goes, “She’s pray¬ 
ing it’s the weather that’s kept him out all 
night.” When the husband comes home, the 
wife shoots him. 

Although Garth is a great singer and 
songwriter. I’d have to say that he’s at his 
best when he’s on stage. A typical Garth 
Brooks show goes something like this: A 
man with a guitar and a cowboy hat bounc¬ 
ing around the stage like a caged 4 year-old 
that had too much caffeine. He does not quit 
for a second. He climbs a rope ladder that 
hangs from the light fixture and smashes 
guitars with a band member. He looks like a 


wouldn’t be a surprise if he got to write in 
his own lines. 

After the harrassment scene takes 
place and Douglas is accused of being the 
instigator, the several questions that rise 
from that scene drives the film and atten¬ 
tion to Douglas’ actions until the very end 
of the film. The most prevalent of these 
questions is, of course: Can a man be sexu¬ 
ally harassed? Which is why perhaps so 
many have focused on this topic alone. 
Regardless of Douglas* temptation to phys¬ 
ically submit to Moore it’s not very diffi¬ 
cult to feel empathy towards him. The 
familiar dialogue that is heard from rape 
victims and is almost repeated word-for- 
word by Johnson accompanied with the 
stereotype of a man having a more difficult 
time saying or even accepting the word 
“no,” contorts the most hearsay news story 
into a situation where the all-omniscient 
viewer is either frightened, uncomfortable, 
disgusted, or all of the above. Luckily, 
Disclosure spares us from any overbearing 
court room drama keeping the story and the 
action where it belongs; in the office. 


man possessed. When he sings “The 
Thunder Rolls” rain falls on the stage with 
the effects of thunder and lighting. At his 
fair-well concert on NBC (he’s temporarily 
retired) he sung his latest hit “Standing 
Outside The Fire” on a stage engulfed in 
flames. He even flew over the audience and 
up to the rafters during “Ain’t Going Down 
(Till The Sun Comes Up).” Garth is usually 
a soft spoken guy, but when he gets on stage 
he becomes a madman. He has even won 
the Country Music Entertainer of the Year 
Award twice. 

While Garth is an unbelievable per¬ 
former on stage, his music is most appealing 
because of the message that it sends. Almost 
everybody can relate to at least one of his 
songs. They’re songs that are very down to 
earth and remind me of Norman Rockwell 
paintings. Both seem to bring about a warm 
feeling and a picture of the simple life. An 
example of this is the song “Learning To 
Live Again.” It’s about a widowed man 
who is set up with a blind date. He’s incred¬ 
ibly nervous throughout the whole night 
but, he says, “I’m gonna smile my best 
smile and I’m gonna laugh like it’s going 
out of style.” At the end of the date he asks 
the girl if he can see her again, she says 
“We’ll see.” Garth continues by singing, 
“This learning to live again is killing me.” 

It’s tough to actually put his music 
into words. It’s something that you just have 
to hear; but you may not be hooked until 
you actually see him perform. It may not be 
till 19% that we see or hear from him in the

Based on her album. The 
Red Shoes, British innovator 
Kate Bush’s first attempt at 
movie-making is lacking in the 
usual glamorous (though self- 
respecting) special effects of pre¬ 
sent-day music videos. For such 
a creative genius, such absence 
makes me question her choice of 
mediocre film industry talent. 

Like her album. The Line, 
the Cross & the Curve is about 
the curse of the red shoes (an old 
Hans Christian Andersen tale.) 
The evil “Red Woman” who 
traps Bush into accepting the fine 
red shoes that don’t stop dancing 


is played by Miranda Richardson 
of The Crying Game; her perfor¬ 
mance is one of the minute 
redeeming qualities of the whole 
sequence. 

Curve is a video of half of 
the songs (some horribly lip- 
synched—not by Bush, but by 
other cast members) on The Red 
Shoes. As a whole, the sets are 
like something out of an early 
80’s “low cost” video produc¬ 
tion—lots of swirling fabric, glit¬ 
ter, peculiar lighting. Taken indi¬ 
vidually, each segment may make 
for viable music videos; the most 
successful parts being “And So is 
Love” and “Eat the Music”. 
Director of Photography Roger 
Pratt, Art Directors Roger Hall 
and Ben Scott, and Special 
Effects Director Bob Hollow 
make the film look primitive, pre- 
MTV (remember, this is a 
British-made video.) 


One of the songs on the 
album but excluded from the film 
is “Why Should I Love U?”, 
which is co-arranged by The 
Artist Formerly Known as 
Prince; I wonder, with all of this 
video-making expertise and 
resources close by, why didn’t 
Bush enlist his talents in this 
area? If you’ve listened to The 
Red Shoes, then there is a chance 
that Curve will distort you per¬ 
ception of it If you have no hesi¬ 
tations about that, then go ahead 
and put it on your Christmas list. 
In fact, watch it a couple of times 
(though I thought it was under¬ 
done for an artist of such creativi¬ 
ty, I did find that I liked it better 
the second time around.)

you paid $15.99 for Under the 
Red Sky, etc. 

B - Fence Sitter - you have 
some tapes; maybe a copy of 
Highway 61; you can correctly 
identify 5 or more songs 
(including Rainy Day Women

Blood on the Tracks, and remi¬ 
nisce about the time you saw 
him after the protest. 

D -“Yeah man, everybody 
must get stoned!

B - A good assortment for you 
(consider it the Bob Pu-Pu 
Platter).

You’ll be 
there.Your assignment is to get 
past the bookend songs (they’ve 
been on the radio too much), try 
the ones in between. Think 
Oreos. 

F - Go to the store and buy Bob 
Dylan’s Greatest Hits, Volume 
III. Then, go home. Close the 
door. Turn off the TV. Unplug 
the phone. Play the CD. Play it 
again. Repeat as necessary .And 
don’t miss MTV’s Unplugged 
with Bob Dylan, most recently 
scheduled for Wednesday, 
December 14th. Ho, Ho Ho. 


Prince (1988) 

The Black Album 
Warner Brothers 

Rude Boy. His Purple 
Badness. The 20th Century 
Mozart. Whatever you call him, 
the name on his original June 7, 
1958 birth certificate is Prince 
Rogers Nelson (named after his 
father’s band. The Prince Rogers 
Trio.) Now he’s changed his 
name to some strange symbol that 
we [at the Connector] haven’t 
bothered to integrate into our font 
system (which, by the way, is a 
sort of pictogram for the name 
“Victor”.) For the sake of this 
discussion, however, I shall refer 
to him as Prince, since that was 
the name that he used when he 
recorded The Black Album. 
Warner Brothers Records just put 
TBA out on limited release (avail¬ 
able only until some time in 
January), in part due to its contro¬ 
versial history. 

Back in 1988, Prince was 
all set to release TBA as his 10th 
annual release. After 100,000 
official copies of the album on 
vinyl were on the verge of being 
shipped out, Prince abruptly 
yanked it; he believed that it was 
too dark, too somber, he wasn’t 
pleased with it. So, in lieu of 
TBA, Prince released the cheese- 
cakey, horn blowin’. God-lovin'’ 
LoveSexy (out of which came a 
phenomenally successful concert 
tour). Of course, as soon as a 
copy of the unreleased album was 
leaked, the infamous Bootlegging 
of The Black Album began. 
Copies on vinyl, cassette, and 
even CD were accessible if you 
knew where to go to get them; 
some were willing to pay upwards 
of $100 for one CD (original copy 


prices, to this day, are extremely 
high). Now, all you have to do is 
get to the record store before 
January. 

I agree with Prince on this 
one: TBA is a dark album, full of 
anger and plain sex (with the 
exception of “When 2 R in Love”, 
which was also on Love-Sexy.)— 
not his best work. “Le Grind” is 
classic Prince describing his 
favorite hip movement with rich, 
funky bass line and symphonic 
keys. Sheila E. aids with her tal¬ 
ent as a percussionist on “Cindy 
C”, a song that hints at Prince’s 
peaked “interest “ in supermodel 
Cindy Crawford (after all, the 
song was written in 1987, LONG 
before MTV’s House of Style and 
the Revlon/Pepsi commercials.) 
“Dead On It” mimics rap, and 
“Supercalifragisexy” is pure 
1999/ James Brown funk. In 
“Bob George”, a distorted Prince 
voice rags on himself: “What’s 
he do fo’ a livin’ anyways?/ 
Manage rock stars? Who?/ 
Prince?! Ain’t that a bitch./That 
skinny mutha****er with the high 
voice?” “2 Nigs United for Wes 
Compton” is an improvisational 
funk-rock jam session, and the 
dual-meaning “Rock Hard in a 
Funky Place” titled track lives up 
to both of its implications. 

To some, TBA is the culmi¬ 
nation of Prince’s talent (in 1988), 
drawing from his rooted perver¬ 
sion of Dirty Mind and extending 
to his proclaimed spirituality of 
Purple Rain. For those Prince 
fans who only became so when 
PR came out, this album may be 
as big of a stretch from PR as 
was Around the World in a Day, 
his so-called psychedelic rip off of 
Sgt. Pepper’s; for diehard Prince 
fans (like me), it’s easy to under¬ 


stand his quirkiness. The grunting 
raw soul of TBA gives it a flavor 
that no other officially released 
Prince album has; that which is 
like the bittersweetness of burnt 
cigars ends—it’s an acquired 
taste, and you like it nevertheless. 

Lords of Acid 
Voodoo-U 

American Recordings 

If their last album, Lust, 
was their water, then Voodoo-U is 
their fire. A group of the more 
sexually graphic techno/rave mas¬ 
ter programmers, the Lords of 
Acid score a more industrial- 
charged adrenaline rush with 
Voodoo-U than with Lust. While 
Lust relies heavily on the tradi¬ 
tional cross-over of house, the 
electronic bass-drum beat, U’s 
main beat is snare—higher, 
lighter, and faster. 

The title track (“Magic/is in 
the feeling/I can make you 
do/what I want you to”) is 
extremely high-paced, and oddly 
enough, one of the tamer songs. 
By itself, “The Crab Louse”— 
nope, no metaphors here, the title 
is self-explanatory—is explicit 
enough to warrant that Parental 
Advisory sticker on the cover 
(that is, unless you want your kids 
listening to a song that glorifies 
pubic parasites.) 

As with most all techno dance 
CDs, repetitiveness is intrinsic, 
and nothing illustrates that better 
than the next two tracks, “She and 
Mr. Jones” (“I’ll tie you to your 
bed” times a couple hundred) and 
“Do What You Wanna Do” 
(Double ditto here.) U starts to 
dip into the well of kinkiness and 
taboo further, warping youth with 
“Young Boys” and “Out Comes 


the Evil” (a takeoff of “Pop Goes 
the Weasel”.) “Marijuana In 
Your Brain” starts out reggae, 
then bursts up and out into chanti¬ 
ng repetition of its title. A couple 
of the last four tracks are reminis¬ 
cent of the Lust days—lots of 
mellow, flowing bass rhythms— 
the last track, “Blowing Up Your 
Mind”, being an orbity trek into 
the world of acid, heroin, and 
crack. 

Defining exactly who the 
Lords of Acid are is hard to do. 
On U, the primary players are 
Praga Khan and Jade 4 U (both 
listed with Oliver Adams and 
Nikki Van Lierop as producers on 
Lust.) Though Van Lierop is 
absent from the credits in U, 
Adams remains on the recording 
and mixing list with a new mixer, 
Carl Johansen; another addition is 
vocalist Ruth McArdle, whose 
vocals are a match to those of 
Jade. 

U is done well in its own 
right, but listeners beware—it is 
VERY different than what you’re 
used to if you’re familiar with the 
heavy beat/liquidy-synth sound of 
the Lords of Acid. They have a 
reputation as experimentalists, 
and U proves this; and, as far as 
progressiveness goes, U is cer¬ 
tainly reflective of club music’s 
progressive nature. 

Godflesh 

Selfless 

Epic 

When I first popped 
Selfless into my tape player, I 
heard the sounds of crunching 
guitars and heavy bass, quickly 
followed by the unmistakable 
sound of my tape being eaten. 
After taking it out fixing it, and 


turning it back on, I began to 
wonder if the whole tape didn’t 
somehow get ruined. After further 
listening, however, U discovered 
that this is just the way that 
Godflesh is meant to sound: 
warped and distorted. Don’t get 
me wrong, I’m not saying this is a 
bad thing, just different. 

The group is a musically 
driven force (as opposed to hav¬ 
ing a strong vocal sound), and at 
times the singer is nearly drowned 
out by the sheer loudness. Selfless 
is an album in which the lyrics 
seem secondary, but when they 
really do want you to hear what 
they’re saying they’ll yell it out 
for you in typical death metal 
fashion. Under all of that distor¬ 
tion though, is an almost simplis¬ 
tic approach to their music, there 
are parts o the album where I 
think-maybe my friends could 
play that down in their basement. 

I suppose if I had to com¬ 
pare Godflesh to any other bands, 
I would have to chose either 
Pantera or Prong. Songs like 
“Bigot,” “Anything is Mine,” and 
“Crush My Soul” are fast and 
heavy with very Prong-like 
vocals. On the other hand, songs 
like “Empyreal” and “Black 
Boned Angel” are rather eerie 
sounding, with vocals that echo 
and have an all-around sleepy 
feeling to them. 

As I write this review I’m 
looking forward to seeing 
Godflesh live (playing with 
Danzig and Type-O Negative at 
the Wallace Civic Center) I hope 
that they sound as interesting “in 
the flesh” (sorry) as they do on 
tape.

Response to a “New World Order” 

The “New World Order” is an article written by Krista Landry 
that appeared in the November 22nd issue of our own school paper, 
The Connector. One of the topics in her commentary pertains to 
women on welfare. The article states that there are many “stories about 
women who have six or seven children by at least four different men.” 
If these “stories” had been backed up with a few reliable sources or sta¬ 
tistics, we might see the validity in them. They aren’t, however, so we 
understand that this is the author’s way of reinforcing her own opinion, 
which is made clear in the following statement. “My solution? Round 
them up and sterilize them all.” 

The first thing that hit me when 1 read this is “What about the 
fathers of these children and why aren’t they being scrutinized by the 
author? Doesn’t she believe they should at least share in the blame she 
so randomly places on the mother? It really struck me because although 
this is supposed to be the “age of enlightenment”, we’re still locked into 
stereotypes established in the stone age. It scared me even more 
because this viewpoint came from a young person, which we normally 
perceive as more tolerant of human suffering. 

She believes that sterilization would save the welfare system, 
insurance companies, and foster homes money, along with time and 
effort. This line of reasoning doesn’t offer any viable solutions because 
she’s suggesting we cut off the head but we still have to deal with the 
body. What we really need to address is the lack of funding allotted to 
us by the government. There used to be a lot of federally funded pro¬ 
grams devoted to job training and placement for the financially disad¬ 
vantaged. They have been drastically reduced since 1980 and replaced 
with a defense budget of gigantic proportions. We’re only now begin¬ 
ning to see the ramifications of "Reaganomics”. 

Mike Dukakis established a program called “ET Choices” that 
was cut after only a few years in use. This was unfortunate because it 
was instrumental in getting welfare recipients the training and confi¬ 
dence they needed in getting back to work. It reduced the helplessness 
these people felt due to their poverty and lack of skills. Hopefully, the 
Clinton administration will devote more money to education than 
defense, something we haven’t seen since Carter was president in 1976. 
If we continue to ignore the problems that exist in this area, we’ll only 
sink deeper in to the hole of illiteracy. 

The problem with the author's mass solution is that we’re all 
individuals that experience unique setbacks. When we begin to realize 
this we might gain a better understanding of the human condition.

Response to Connector Article 

This is to respond to Edmund Tsai’s article of November 8, enti¬ 
tled “Boston Globe gives a disturbing report,” and to clarify the issues 
which were debated in the Globe of November 1. 

The conclusion of The Connector article implies that the faculty 
quoted in the Boston Globe were simply venting anger against 
Chancellor Hogan for personal reasons. This is not the case. Chancellor 
Hogan s contributions to the development of this campus are well rec¬ 
ognized and need no defense. He is respected by the university commu¬ 
nity in general, including faculty. At issue is the decision-making 
process at UMass Lowell which led to a shift in its mission and an 
accompanying shift in the allocation of resources from education to 
support this mission. 

Decision-making within a university community is a mutual per¬ 
suasion process among faculty, administrators and students; and in the 
case of public institutions, the taxpaying citizens. The process is frus¬ 
trating at times but essential to the development of effective higher edu¬ 
cation. Great universities become great by continuous improvement 
through debate among all interested parties - for we all share the same 
goals; accessible, affordable, quality, higher education. However, 


administrative decisions at UMass Lowell are being made without a 
full debate among all parties concerned. Many faculty feel they are not 
part of the process. Many faculty feel that certain decisions are weaken¬ 
ing academic programs and found it necessary to bring out the issue for 
public debate. It is regrettable that some see such debate as putting the 
university in a bade light to prospective students. In fact it is a sign of a 
healthy university climate. This is how we govern ourselves and help 
make things better around here. 

The recent merger of five university campuses raised hopes that 
public higher education in the Commonwealth would get on track and 
the taxpayer would have access to quality, affordable, higher education. 
The public is interested in supporting institutions to educate their chil¬ 
dren and not to create costly organizations of obscure educational pur 
pose. 

The new UMass system administration has been in place for 
three years but conditions for good education are worsening at this 
campus. A staggering amount of resources are being diverted from the 
support of academic programs to the support of several unproven “cen¬ 
ters of excellence”, the activities of which are intended to impact the 
development of the Massachusetts economy. Most of these centers are 
not self supporting. In addition, academic departments have been creat¬ 
ed which have no undergraduate students but contain highly paid facul¬ 
ty- 

With the campus administration consuming resources to redirect 
the purpose of the institution, programs are suffering, the physical cam¬ 
pus is being poorly maintained, the cost of education is rising, and as a 
result faculty and students are discouraged. At the same time the system 
administration has been unresponsive to specific educational concerns 
expressed so far by many faculty and students of the Lowell campus 
After three years, they are still hiring outside consultants and appoint 
ing task forces to study “the situation at Lowell.” 

When the cost of higher education is beyond the reach of too 
many students, it indeed takes courage for the UMass administration to 
divert $4 million dollars from education and research to support centers 
and academic units which have no undergraduate students. The deci¬ 
sion for UMass Lowell to “undertake a through reorientation of the 
campus mission focusing on sustainable economic development 
while well intentioned, is ill conceived at this time. 

How do UMass students and their parents feel about these 
issues?

Winning streak increases to 
six games with 6-3 victory .

Friday night at the Tully Forum the 
Hawks barely squeaked by Air Force 
with a final score of 6-3. 

The Hawks got off to a slow start in 
the game. They seemed to have a lot of 
trouble setting up the puck in front of 
Air Force’s net The Hawks were trail¬ 
ing 3-1 going in to the third period and 
by the end of the period were only able 
to close it to a 3-2 game. 

At this point in the game things were 
not looking good for the Hawks. Until 
the third period when the Forum really 
heated up. The Hawks pounded four 
goals past AF’s (sieve) goalie, two of 
which in under 30 seconds. This 
brought the Hawks to a 6-3 win and car¬ 
ried their winning streak to a six game 
run. We outshot the Falcons 31-16. 

Early in the first period at 15:18

We came from far behind to win this 
one with lots of luck, unfortunately the 
luck did not last until Saturday night.

them. All 1,686 fans left the Forum 
wondering what happened.
